LifeWay  Research:  Churchgoers 
need  to  increase  discipleship 


NASHVILLE  (BP)  -  Almost 
three  out  of  every  four  church¬ 
goers  say  they  have  significant 

relationships  with  people  at 

church,  but  less  than  half  are 
intentionally  helping  other  be¬ 
lievers  grow  in  tneir  faith,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  study  by  LifeWay 
Research,  a  division  of  Life- 
Way  Christian  Resources  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

The  survey  of  Protestant 
churchgoers  identifies  "Build¬ 
ing  Relationships"  as  one  of 
eight  attributes  of  discipleship 
that  consistently  show  up  in  the 
lives  of  maturing  Christians. 
The  survey  is  part  of  a  larger 
study  identifying  traits  of  trans¬ 
formational  discipleship. 

Results  of  the  ‘Building  Re¬ 
lationships'  questions  reveal  a 
seeming  disconnect  between 
churchgoers  actually  press¬ 
ing  into  new  relationships  or 
participating  in  discipling 
other  Christians.

The  General  Endowment  Fund  is  comprised  of  a  blend  of  both  equity  (stock)  and 
fixed  income  (bonds)  securities  in  a  ratio  designed  to  produce  income  while  also 
maintaining  the  ‘purchasing  power*  of  the  various  endowments.
